The County Court Judges. 

In the Legislative- Assembly; on 
Wodnesdny, in roplyiDg to a quost'ori 
put by Mr Semlin, tbo Attorooy Gen- 
eral said that *tho Government recog- 
nized the importanoo of haviDg pro- 
fessional roon discharging tbe datieaof 
County Court Jodgos ; hut the ap- 
pointments woro made by tbo Domin- 
ion, and tho .Dominion Government pre- 
iorred to employ tbo gentlemen tboy 
found in tho positions, instead of pen- 
Bioning tbom in tho sum of £350 each. 
A change, howovor, might bo effoctud 
through an address of tbo llouso.' This 
Bnbject is one ot considerable interest ; 
and, in discussing it, wo deBire to bo 
undoratood as being actuated solely by 
a sense of public duty. It may be 
remarked, however, that Confederation 
has 6horn tho question of tin element ol 
dolioacy formerly surrounding it, inas- 
much as to relievo tbo goritlonion now 
oniing as County Court Judges from 
duties forced upon tbom by tho ex- 
igencies of the time, but for tbo dis- 
charge of which sorno of thom woro ill 
fitted cither by Nutnro or education, 
means a retiring poueicm of £3oQ, a 
year *o oaoli, — an alternative which we 
are led to beliovo would, in most in- 
stances, not be altogether unacceptable. 
Tbo looal£?overumont, we are told, re- 
cognize the importance of having pro- 
fessional men discharging tho duties oi 
County Court Juda 88. Wo ure opt to 
think tbo Dominion Government will 
not bo slow to rccogri zo the bume ihitg. 
In Ontario none but prolesBional men 
net as judfieB even in tho Division 
Courts the jurisdiction of which is limi- 
ted to §100- What would bo thought 
there ot gentlemen making no pre- 
tei-sion whatever to legal training boicg 
habitually called upon to administer in 
Jourts having jurisdiction up to SoOO '/ 
Tbero ean bo do doubt whatever that 
the Canadian Government will prompt- 
ly recognize the necos.ity of ending such 
a condition of things in this Province^ 
even if to do so would bo to mnko an 
additional cborgo upon the Fodcral Ex- 
chequer. But wo cannot help thinking 
tbero is a slight degree ol misappro- 
henBionas to tbo financial consequences 
of saoh a t bauge.' Wo iuoline to tho 
opinion that tbo country could get on 
very well ior tho present with three 
County Court Judges,— one for Tan- 
couver Island, whose circuit might 
nJso inoludo tho Lower FraBcr, and two 
ior tho Mainland. Tho six Stipendiary 
Magistrates (now acting as County 
Court Judges) would be pensioned at 
au aggregate expertEO of £2,100. Their 
present salaries, paid also by tho Fed- 
eral Government, amount to £3,U00. 
Take tbe former sum from tbe latter, 
and £1500 would bo left to go towards 
making up the salaries of the new Judges 
Probably £600 would bo considered a 
fair salery (or tbesejudgos. Tbreo times 
eis would bo £1,800. Take £1,500 from 
that and it will bo Been that the ohaogo 
would only involve £300 additional ex- 
penso tc tbo Federal Government. It 
will be observed tbat this calculation is 
based on tho assumption that all tbo 
six present County Court Judges 
would havo to beponsioned ; but there 
is ronBon to think that several of these 
gontlomen would find employ moat in 
other branches of tho Dominion service 
thereby obviating the necessity of pen- 
sions, Taking, therefore, tbo most un- 
favorable viow o' Qunucial results, tho 
Dominion fjovorti inert would only bo 
called upon to saddle tho Federal lix 
chequer with an additional tbroo hum 
dred a year,« — a bum altogether too tri- 
fling to justify the belief that it would 
exort tho slightost iofluenco with the 
frovornmont in dealing with tho eub- 
joct. It inay bo said, in reply, that tbe 
ProviDCO would Iobo tho services ot 
these gentlonion — gratuitous services 
now porformcd by special permission of 
tho Federal ffovoramont. There would 
bo a sooming sucrilico horo ; bat it is 
right tho public should know that these 
gratuitous services conld at best o.ily 
bo ot very short duration, The Federal 
Cover n men t have a decided objection 
to any of their officers discharging 
Provincial duties ; atid tht-y reluctoully 
consented that the present Cuuiuy Court 
Judges might bo allowed to couimue to 
discharge ihebo other duties until tbo 
Provincial Government should have 
loasonnblo time to muko provision for 
those duties being discharged by Pro- 
vincial oilicers. We say tbe Dominion 
Government reluotantly con sen ted, owing 
to the exigencies ot tho enso, — it was 
impossible to bub^ituto other officers 
at once, Bat we are apprehensive tlmt 
tbeFodoral Government would consider 
tho presont BOtsion a fitting occasion 
for malting the necessary provision to 
roliovo tbebo officers from gratuitous 
and exceptional dutieB, and it will bo 
woll lor tho LegUluturo to consider 
whether it could, with saloty to tho 
Province and fairness towurds tho Fed- 
eral Government, reckon upon this 
condition of things being continued 
lor another year. And ilrs is a con- 
sideration which ought to bo present to 
tbo mind in dealing with tbo main 
question of having professional gontlo 
men employed as County Court Judges). 
Tbero nood bo no hesitation in affirming 
that public opinion demands the cbango, 
nDcS it is to bo hoped tho matter will 
com» up in a proper und practical form 
during tho preBeut session.

TrattHIoual History of tbe West Coast 
Indians. 

There is a tradition amongst tha Indians 
that tho Cot/t and tbe Chooak (eagle and 
ravec) were gambling togtther; the eagle 
put bis things on one side, and the raven put 
his things on tbo orher. Every t me the raven 
put down anything he took it oil the oagle's 
pile, having lirBt, put something; in Ilia 
eagle's eyes, which made him so that ho 
could not s-;e clearly, thus, ha robbed him of 
everything he had. I find there bis been 
one common belief amongst all the natives 
ou tbe coasts of this island and mainland 
from Osps Flit ery to Alaska in toe 
powers and abilities and qualities ol 
the raven lor good or bad. They all seem 
to have believed he made tbe world and all 
thin-jB. Also, they have- had ono common 
belief, that all tho members of each nation 
alter the elapse of long ages bocame so re- 
bellious that the raven determined to destroy 
them by a flood, which accordingly cams to 
pes?, drowning all tbe members of each re- 
spective tribe or nation whether Songisb, 
Cowicban, Bella Bella, or Hjdah, uxcept 
one or two lamilios, who were savud by talc 
ing 10 their canoes, and making for the top ol 
the highest mountoin in their own coun- 
tries, from whetico they came down and ro- 
peopled tbo earth. I shall ooly mention in 
detail tbe Hydoh account of it ; ihe Hydats, 
they say, bod become bo bad that the 
Chooak could euller them no longer, so to 
have a better race of peoplo be sent a flood 
ot wateis which drowned all save a few who 
floatod in their caooos to the top of ono of 
tho high mountains behind Gumstnw, whore 
tboy Etaid until the waters left and dry laud 
appeared. Having a stock of prov s oos they 
managed to live until they had a fresh sup- 
ply. Having got dowo tooy settled at Gum- 
shaw, where they followed their old mode of 
liviDg, by fishing and hunting. From Gutn- 
ehaw they settle in overy direction, until 
tbe land became as ' populous as ever.' I 
shall now give a passing glance at the 
general boliel of a oommoo deluge, 6uch as 
is heldby all the Indians Irom Capo Flattery, 
op Pugot Sound to Snowhomisb, up Fusm 
river to Yale, by tho Skadgits, tbo Simshau?, 
and Stickccns to Snka, by all the Indians on 
the west coast of Vancouver Lluod and on 
Queen Ctiarlotle. The Indians say Ibeir f ort- 
faiheis had beootne so bad t oat the only way 
tha raven could make a bit or race of people 
was lo dta'.roy Hie old, leaving OLly a lew 
ol tho beni, who eutviving lha fiooJ, would 
repcople Ihe earth, to by causing the earth 
to baret open, while the waters rus led ou<, 
und rain fell in torrents, covering overy'.hicg 
but the topsoacocot t tie highest tuns, ou ihu 
top of which one family at least was sived 
(each oaliou bus its owl) salvation hi] ) as 
too waters rose tbe Indians took to toeir 
ounoeB, end fudod hither and t ither. Sjiuo 
got apsel and drowned; many catmis were 
broken by trees ri-iug up Irom tho broken 
earth, t iiiusaods died Irom cold and siarva- 
tion. Some a >y One man and his family were 
saved; others, that two or three m-.n were 
saved. Alt r ihe raven had B=en the dis- 
tinction ho had caused he sotrowed, and 
said lie would make more coiupauiuui lur 
id 8-3 who were suvid, so be took ibe ftouoj 
lying rouod and turned them into men und 
women. D is quite surprising thoy Bhould 
ascribe sucn qualit es to ihe raven uulcsa 
the idea onjjii.utca truuo Noah having pal 
one out from tbe A:k, who never retained 
but lived on tlio putrid onraafsis lpu^ 
about (sec Genesis VIII. and IX ) The 
Uyrjaba painted a sort ol double-headed 
raven on th:ir canoes and pt.d.lii s, on ttioir 
hous?K, eto. the Hydab womeotatio iravei a 
on theii arm's and lege. On ono ol ttiu moun- 
tains behind Gam-haw, toe Hydabs h>\y Ibfl r 
lurelutuurs were saved. To Gumshaw touy 
ilwujs turn wit ) it&pcot, it is Ihe 'place 
where their ijtout high priest or doctor livm. 
His uuina i-i Tow u-'.oo, be io an elderly 
ram, who always wears Ins buir in a kuot 
behind his bead, or hanging down in lha 
Cbioi b; fashion. A high piieit never ou;s 
or combs li s buir. Wiicn an Indian is S!en 
wit) his hair lied up in a knot behind his 
head, he is either triest or doct >r, or Loin. 
Gua shaw is sUo Ibiuoob io InJiaa us tbe 
birthplace ol Or. Beelus, us hu is generally 
known in traditional lore. Ha was one of 
the wisest aud beat ol piieais that ever livu.1 
arnorigst tho Uydat b, All bis Ida wus spent 
iu doing good to mankind, and he lived to a 
gieat ago, and went Iu the land of s.itnts ; 
whence after s'.aying a year be returned. 
After ho cameo baok, ho lived to such n great 
ago that his buak was completely dried up, 
loug beloro hia heart coated lo bent. When 
tie iniiio back, ha wus more touu ever anx- 
ious that ihoy should lead viriuous lives. 
He taught them a hymn, which is sung in u 
weitd and mournlul stylo, advising th'itu il 
thoy wished to livo happy they muM bo kind 
to oach other ; and if not ihat they would 
fjgbl unongst tbernaolvis, and always bo few 
and weak, und tt last tiat a fair complex- 
ionod race from tho rising aun would come 
and take away their name forever. I oaunol 
leave this subject without making u few n» 
morkson tbo dootot'i name, IJeelus orBeelas. 

Who was he? A king of Assyria, who 
couriered Babylonia from tho Arabians and 
reigned 27 years from 11)06 to 1993, before 
Christ. Niriuo, hia son, caused him to bo 
ranked among tho Gods. Tbo Egyptians, 
Babylonians, Chaldeans, Assyrians aud other 



nations, wore "Sabeans," or worshippers of 
tho Heavenly Host mentioned in Sariptnrs. 
Tho first Deity worshipped was Beelus, which 
was the Sun, called in Scripture, Baal. Mr. 
Dpham, in his work "Sabean Researches," 
says that the construction of tho word Baelua 
is neither Chaldean, Coptic, Arabic, nor yet 
Hebrew. By most scholars tho radio is al- 
lowed to have been Beel, Bel, or Baal, tbo 
local orthodox pronunciation of Babylon and 
Ohadoa, whilst Baal appears to have been 
boentbat of IheCanaanites aud Hobrows, being 
tbo same as Domirius in Latin, or Lord in 
English. In Gallic the first of May is called 
Ctil-timo, that is Boelus fire, for ou that day 
our Celtic forefathers made fires to Bell, or 
the Sun. In Scotland, to this day, a bonGro 
is called a Bicl-Qre. In Coptic, the languago 
I believo of tho anciont Egyptians, tbe n&mo 
is Boeing.
